insider. 
They said the suspects were 
bclicv ed to be driving a Ford 
van that may have been used to 
haul the cash from the express 
com pany vault. 
Police refused to identify the 
two. whom they called “ definite 
suspects.” They said one was 
an employe of the compahv. 
Authorities said they* did not 
know if any serial num bers of 


the bills, reported to be mostly 
in 
$10 and 
$20 denominations 
had be en recorded. 
Investigators 
theorized 
that 
the elaborate weekend robbery, 
discovered 
Monday 
morning 
following a fire in the express 
office 
vault,

Police said nearly $4 million 
was taken.

Their 
shared experiences helped fo­ 


cus needed attention on a dis­ 
ease that will claim one out of 
every 15 females born in this 
country. But the list of women 
who have faced breast surgery 
reaches

nomic lines. Rich women, fa­ 
mous 
women, 
housewives, 
a 
neighbor, co w orker—they have 
all fought the battle and, despite

statistics, 
have returned to active, useful 
Uves. 
P a t Yaeger, program direc­ 
tor for the Ulster County Unit 
of the American C ancer Society, 
puts it another wav: "W omen 
are now being m ade to realize 
that breast cancer is a fact of 
life but does not have to be a 
fact of death. E arly detection, 
through 
monthly 
breast 
self- 
exam ination and regular check­ 
ups with a physician, are sav­ 
ing thousands of women each 
year “ 
Ulster County has its own on­ 
going program 
to co mbat can- 
t 


cer. As a m atter of fact, a con­ 
sultant from 
Memorial 
Hospi­ 
tal in New York who was one 
of the attending surgeons for 
Happy 
Rockefeller, 
m akes al­ 
ternating visits to Kingston and 
works out of the Tum or Clinic 
Service of Kingston Hospital. 
He is Dr. Roy Ashikari. M ade­ 
line Wendrow, executive direc­ 
tor of the U lster County Unit 
of ACS, told The F reem an that 
Ashikari is one of four doctors 
from M emorial taking turns at 
the Tum or Clinic. 
“ I don’t think too m any r e ­ 
alize the calibre of men we have 
corning into the area to work 
with patients,” she .said. 
Surgery rem ains the basic ap 
proach 
to 
the 
treatment^ 
of 
breast cancer and it is in this 
area that a difference of opinion 
exists within the medical pro­ 
fession, 
' 
The general term for breast 
cancer surgery is mastecto my 


and it m eans rem oval of the 
breast 
but there are variations’ 
of the operation. 
Dr. H. H arri Janssen, presi­ 
dent of Ulster County Cancer 
Society, 
takes 
a 
positive 
ap 
proach to the question. "Get it 
early—get it all- and get it all 
on the first c ra c k !’’ he states.

Dr. 
^Janssen 
believes 
in 
“ sticking with the tried and true 
m ethods" 
of 
surgery. 
“ The 
breast is a non essential organ 
and contributes nothing to life 
expectancy. It is a dispensable 
organ," he savs. 
He is critical 
of those who advocate the im 
portance of “ cosm etics” when 
faced with decisions about tre a t­ 
m ent of the disease 
The operation most frequantif 


used 
is called 
“ radical 
m as­ 
tectom y.’’ It means the breast, 
lymph nodes in the arm pit and 
the underlying m ajor and minor 
pectoral muscles are removed. 
Dr. Janssen, and m any other 
doctors feel this approach has 
saved m any thousands of lives 
and it offers the best chance of 
cure. 
“ If it was m y wife or my 
daughter, I would want them 
alive," 
Dr. 
Janssen told The 
F reem an. 
He 
indicated 
that 
taking a less proven route would 
be 
depriving 
them 
(the 
pa­ 
tients) of proper recovery. 
A lternatives to radical m as­ 
tectom y in early cases are the 
modified radical, which leaves 
underlying 
pectoral 
muscles 
uncut, or the simple m astec­ 
tomy, where the breast is re 
moved but glands and muscles 
arc left intact. 
“ Unfortunately, data on com- 
paiauv« rMulU art not y«$ 


adequ ate," Dr. Janssen em p h a­ 
sizes.

available to all adult women. 
A w om an’s first hope in the 
cure of breast cancer is

and 


periodic com plete health check­ 
ups are essential. 
The cause of breast cancer in 
h um ans is not known. Daugh­ 
ters or sisters of patients with 
breast cancer have a som ewhat 
greater risk of developing the 
disease. Authorities say the risk 
of developing breast cancer is 
som ew hat 
lower 
for 
m arried 
women than single women and 
lowest for m arried women who 
have borne and nursed children. 
The frequency of breast cancer 
v a ne s 
widely 
throughout 
the 
world. For example, it is far 
less common in Japan than in 
E urope and America. 
Fortunately, most women who 
are biopsied for possible breast 
cancer are found to have 
a per­ 
fectly harm less condition with 
no danger of cancer. But for 
those who do ’have cancer, the 
term 
“ m astectom y” 
really 
m eans life.

BOSTON — Busing tensions 
are riring inside the quaint, 
clapb oard 
threedeckers 
of 
South 
Boston, 
where 
the 
Boston Irish have lived for 
three generations overlooking 
Dorchester 
Bay. 
b ut 
the 
deeper affliction here is the 
a l a r m i n g inadequacy of 
community leadership and the 
politicians. 
Indeed, 
the 
furious 
mob 
action 
last 
month 
against 
once-revered Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy was only the tip of 
an iceb erg which threatens 
retrib ution on virtually every 
e l e c t e d 
official 
directly 
touched b y the crisis over 
racial school b using in this 
graceful city. 
Lines 
of 
communication 
have b een inexplicab ly closed 
b etween top political leaders, 
educators, 
law 
enforcement 
officials, the b usiness com­ 
munity —■ and federal district 
judge W. Arthur Garrity. 
Part of this ,dangerous lack 
of openness b etween powerful 
estab lishment is almost surely 
due to the Nov. 5 election. 
Some 
politicians 
apparently 
have b een unab le to resist 
exploiting 
the 
tragedy 
for 
their own ends. But part of 
it seems rooted in ignorance 
of how a great city, despite 


manv recent examples in and 
•>ut of the South, can mob ilize 
¿s resources when the law 
forces it to. 
Judge Garrity waited long 
months 
b efore 
issuing 
his 
racial b using plan, apparently 
to see how the Supreme Court 
would rule in the somewhat 
similar Denver case. But he 
did not use that time to study 
his desegregation plan or to 
prepare follow up court orders 
to assist the b using of 9.000 
whites to b lack schools and 
an equal numb er of b lacks to 
white schools. 
Then. 
although 
keeping 
close 
contact 
with 
b lack 
leaders, he was unavailab le 
to Boston's harassed Mayor 
Kevin White. One evening two 
weeks ago a desperate mayor 
called the judge at his home, 
b ut the judge declined to talk. 
That 
was 
b efore 
White 
b ecame a legal party in the 
school case. 
Garrity, a respected jurist, 
is known as "the slowest, 
carefulest judge 
in 
town." 
Possib ly for that reason, he 
has not employed the myriad 
desegregation aids developed 
out of torment the past 15 
years in the South — such 
as 
assignment 
of 
court- 
appointed monitors in every 
school 
and 
court 
orders 
b anning hostile assemb ly. 
That leaves Mayor White 
and his exhausted police force 
with only local ordinances to 
deal 
with ugly racial out- 


b reaks. marches and other 
customary 
pressure 
tactics. 
As one local official com 
plained to us. “All we have 
are peashooters." 
M o r e o ve r , 
anti-b using 
leaders of the tough Irish in 
South 
Boston, 
elected 
and 
otherwise, say they cannot 
talk to Garrity. City coun- 
cilwoman Louise Day Hicks, 
who has spent the last 10 
years 
exploiting 
Boston’s 
b using fears b ut has taken a 
firm no-violence stand now, 
has b een unab le to see the 
judge (although he replied 
politely to one of her letters). 
L a s t 
Thursday 
Garrity 
surprised everyone b y hinting 
that his final decree on racial 
b using, due this winter, might 
exempt two other violently 
anti-b using white communities 
—- 
East 
Boston 
and 
Charlestown — and perhaps 
modify his preliminary order. 
T he 
judge’s 
seeming 
remoteness, 
the 
explosive 
reaction to his preliminary 
order has puzzled this city, 
b ut the vicious and pub lic 
infighting b etween the mayor 
and Gov. Grancis Sargent has 
angered it. Sargent put his 
National Guard on alert in the 
Boston 
Armory 
without 
a 
s i n gl e 
word 
to 
White 
b eforehand. Yet White's aides 
claim Sargent gave him a 
promise to do nothing without 
first consulting White. 
Sargent, running far b ehind 
in his race for reelection, also 


alienated 
his 
own 
state 
department of education b y 
calling up the guard. The 
educators felt that the call-up 
itself could heighten passions. 
In 
South 
Boston, 
local 
politicans trying to exploit the 
b using issue are b ooed when 
they try to address angry 
crowds. The "Southies" feel 
forgotten and b etrayed b y the 
politicians who told them for 
years —"It will never happen 
here.” 
Last week, one thousand 
white mothers holding a mass 
protest in Hyde Park over the 
stab b ing of a white student 
at Hyde Park High, b ooed 
anti-b using

Aside fro m the o ppo rtun ity to 
tang le with g o o d si/e fish, ang lers will find they have their 
favo rite po nd o r lake practically to themselves. 


With the state's A lters beco ming cleaner a.s the result o f 
sewag e treatm ent plant co nstructio n and fish returning to 
w aters where they have been absent fo r many y ears, there 
has been renewed interest in the spo rt o f fishing . 
Generally , the bass, muskellung e and no rlur.g e seaso ns 
in New Yo rk run until No v. 30. Walley e, no rthern pike and 
pickerel m ay be taken until March 1. There is no clo sed sea­ 
so n o n a wide asso rtm ent o f panfhh readily available in mo st 
po nds and lakes thro ug ho ut New Yo rk state. 


There are some trout waters that have extended vear- 
round fishing. There are exceptions to these regulations and 
anglers should check the 1074 75 Hunting-Trapping-Fishing 
Guide for this information. 
Fishermen are also reminded that the license year in New 
York is from Oct. 1 through Sept. 10 and they should pur­ 
chase their new fishing license if they have not already done 
so before going fishing.

De e r Hunte rs on Incre as e 
During the past 50 y ears the num ber o f o eer hunters in 
New Yo rk State has increased fro m abo ut 100,000 to m o re 
than 6 00.000. During the sam e perio d there has been a steady 
m o vem ent o f peo ple fro m ho mes in rural setting s to mo re 
urban setting s. As much as spo rtsm en do n t like to adm it it, 
this chang e has remo ved m any peo ple so far fro m the natural 
surro unding enviro nm ent and the life that g o es o n there, they 
have beco me disasso ciated with it. 
When the deer season opens there is an annual urge to 
return to the outdoors for some old-fashioned outdoor recre­ 
ation. Unfortunately, too often some hunters are more con­ 
cerned with bringing home a deer than they are with the 
recreation involved in taking the deer. This lack of sport­ 
ing ethic has had a very adverse effect on hunting oppor­ 
tunity of all sportsmen, for the poor conduct of game hogs 
and rowdies has caused posting of much good deer hunting 
territory.

Riqht Knife Is Imporfont 
One o f the mo st im po rtant to o ls fo r the dedicated deer 
hunter is a knife, y et no vice hunters o ften arc co nfused when 
it co mes to making such a purchase simply because o f the 
larg e selectio n available o n the m arket. 
The individual preference o f a hunting knife varies amo ng 
deer hunters as much as their preference in rifle calibers, 
hut certain rules sho uld be fo llo wed by the no vice in pur­ 
chasing cutlery . 
No thing m akes the no vice stand o ut mo re amo ng veteran 
deer hunters than an o versized, im pro per hunting knife hang ­ 
ing fro m his side. 


For example, the popular Bowie knives might serve as 
ramp tools for breaking up kindling wood or other tough 
chores, but they are too long, heavy and impractical to he 
used as standard equipment hv the hunter. 
Likewise, a long, thin-hladed fillet knife used by a fisher­ 
man does not belong on the deer trail because it lacks the 
backbone needed in dressing out g ame. 
The knife used by the deer hunter must he capable oi 
opening the animal, cleaning it and skinning it. 
Therefo re, m o st veteran deer h\in» ers prefer a sturdy knift 
with a blade three to six inches lo ng . The shape o f the blade 
also is im po rtant, and veterans ag ree a dro pped po int blade-- 
the po int is lo wer than the back o f the blade—o r a straig ht 
blade—a re the best all aro und deer knives. 


The no vice m ust rem em ber to cho o se a knife stro ng 
eno ug h to do the jo b, vet be safe to carry in the field. Lo ng - 
bladed knives can result o n trag ic accidents, if the hunter 
falls in the ro ug h terrain. 
Stainless steel blades m aintain their keeness lo ng er. The 
selectio n o f a knife sheath is equally im po rtant. Many hunt­ 
ers prefer a « .heath with a flap that butto ns shut, co mpletely 
co vering the knife to prevent lo ss. Others prefer a po uch-ty pe 
sheath, but care sho uld be taken to cho o se o ne which do es 
no t allo w ex po sure o f to o much knife handle. Sheaths with 
keeper straps which ho ld the knife handle secure also will 
do the jo b. 
Sheaths witho ut keeper straps can easily be co nverted by 
the additio n o f a piece o f rawhide which can be tied to keep 
the handle in place.

The sheath Is important because a knife that is carried 
lo o selv can become lost or result in injuries. 
Folding hunting knives are also popular among deer hunt­ 
ers because they are lightweight and can he tucked in 
trouser or jacket pockets. 
The hunter must remember to keep his blade as sharp as 
possible. A light coat of oil can he rubbed on a blade to pre­ 
vent rust.

The hunter who neg lects his knife can double his work in 
the field. Quick, efficient dressing of wild g ame Is important 
in preserving the flavor of the meat.
